TINKERING THfi CONSTITUTION. 


Some years ago tho Legislature of ths 


State of Nevada proposed several amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 
Some of those 


were important and were rotiBed by the 
voters at the polls, but a subsequent Legis- 
lature decided that they had not been prop- 
erly recorded by the Journal Clerks, and 
were, therefore, null nud void. Two years 
ago the Legislature provided for submit- 
ting the question of calling a Convention 
to revise the Constitution to the people at 
the general election in 1800. 
The propo- 


sition was so submitted, and it was gener- 
ally understood that a majority of the 


last November 
fin. 
Now, a 
' of men who, 


ppoaed to a Con- 


stitutional Convention, report that the Leg- 
islature of 1889 made no provision for 
printing ballots, or for authorizing the 
Judges or Inspectors of Election to ootint 
and make returns of the vote cast for and 
against the convention, or for returning 
an abstract thereof to any State officer, or 
to authorize the State Canvassing Board or 
any State officer to canvass such vote. 


This, doubtless disposes of the Consti- 


tutional Contention qu^ation, though Sen- 
ator Folsy offered » resolution that the 
Sscretary of State bo directed to appear be- 
fore the Senate with abstracts of the vote 
on the Conititutional Convention. It ap- 
pears that the Legislature is incapable of 
complying with the plain requirements of 
the Constitution for amending or revising 
that instrument in the interest of the pub- 
lic. The bosses do not want it changed, save 
when the change is made in their interest, 
and then no essential requirement is over- 
looked. 
If the present Legislature would 


propose an amendment to the Constitution 
abolishing the Legislature and empower- 
ing the bosses to appoint a half-dozea men 
to make laws for the State, onr laws wonld 
not be much, il any, diffarent from what 
they are notr, and the people would be 
saved the expense of fifty or sixty thousand 
dollars every two years, and wonld doubt- 
less ratify the amendment at the polls by 
an overwhelming majority. 


As boss rule is to prevail iu Nevada, let 


that rule be made as cheap as possible by 
changing the present Legislative system of 
the State. 
As it is conceded that a few 


men, 
not elected by toe people, control 


State legislation, it is sheer nonsense to 
pay sixty members and thirty-eight at- 
taob.es sixty days' salaries, besides mileage 
of the members, for protending to do the 
work.

WASHINGTON, February 6.—The action of 


the House to-day in sustaining the deci- 
sion of the Chair by which Eland's Free 
Coinage amendment to the Sundry Cml 
bill in ruled out of order is thought by 
many to mean that no free coinage bill can 
pass this Congress. There were some Re- 
publicans who voted to sustain the decision 
of ths Chair because they believed the de- 
cision was in accordsnce with the rales. AJdi- 
rect vote on the free coinage bill might re- 
sult differently but it is not clear how a di- 
rect vote on such a bill can be had during 
this Congress.

The majority of the Coinage Committee 


have decided that they need more informa- 
tion to be acquired through hearings be- 
fore they can vote intelligently on report- 
ing any gilvar bill and ths vote to-day will 
probably strengthen them in their position. 
The silver men have given up all hope of 
getting any sort of a report from the Com- 
mittee. To-day Bland and Bartine left the 
committee refusing to take any farther part 
in the proceedings, since it was evident to 
them it was not the purpose of the com- 
mittee that anything shonld be done. Iu 
doing this they placed all their faith in 
their ability to force the issue before the 
House by attaching a provision for free 
coinage to the Appropriation bill. To do 
this it was necessary, as they all appreciat- 
ed to overrule the decision of the Chair, 
which necessarily would be in accordance 
with the roles. 


To-day's vote was a test of thfcir strength 


on this sort of a motion and the result 
makes it evident that no attempt to att acb 
a free coinage bill to an Appropriation bill 
in the House Can carry. The leaders of 
the Republicans do not propose to let the 
Free Coinage bill RO to the President as 
rider on an Appropriation bill if they can 
help it, as this would make his potition 
particularly embarrassing and would prob- 
ably result in the failure of the Appropria- 
tion bill making an extra session necessary. 


It is asserted with a positiveneas which 


indicates knowledge, that the President has 
made up bis mind that he will veto a bill 
which carries free coinage, even if it shonld 
be one of the regular appropriation bills. 


At evening session the House passed 115 


private pension bills and adjourned.

pass.

18 ayes, 0 noes.

Acting Governor. Passed, 14 ayes, 4 noes, 
LaGrave, Millett, Sproule and Torre vot- 
ing in the negative.

Truckee river. Passed, 17 ayea, 0 noes. 


Recess to 2 p. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The voto on the Constitutional Conven- 


tion was the special order for two o'clock. 


Secretary of State Grey came before the 


Senate with the official returns of the sev- 
eral counties of the State and piled them 
up on the reporters' desks in front of the 
clerks. 


Senator Foley moved to count the votes 


for and against. 


Oomins held that it was necessary to 


carry such a question by a clear majority 
of all votes cast, and all blank votes being 
neoes/sanly against, it would waste time. 


La Grave held that Comins was correct, 


but as a matter of information a complete 
count should be made. 


Williamson held that according to the 


Committee's report, three kinds of voted 
had been cast, and these votes should be 
segregated. 


Foley urged that the Senate wanted all 


the 
information 
possible, 
and 
he 


wanted to know just how many votes had 
been recorded for and against. 
The mo- 


tion prevailed. 


The reading of the returns then pro- 


ceeded, and each of the returns were then 
passed over to Tellers Rickey and Sawyer, 
who scrutinized them with great care, Mr. 
Kickev using his gold-rimmed goggles 
whenever ha struck bad chirography. 


When Eureka was reached the Secretary 


of Slate read, Yea 357, No. 7. 


Senator Williams rose and said that the 


Committee report showed a difference of 7 
votes from this record. The error was 
shown to be a clerical one. The count 
then proceeded. 


When Lincoln was reached the Secretary 


of State read thit through a mistake of the 
firm of Carlyle & Co., San Francisco print- 
era, the tickets contained no clause rela- 
tive to the Constitutional Convention and 
no votes were oast either way, when it was 
discovered it was too late to remedy the 
omission, 


It thus appears that Lincoln, whiuh was 


strongly for tho Constitution, was uuable 
to vote on the subject. The habit county 
officials have of sending outside the State 
tor printing, caused all the trouble. 
A bill 


is being prepared to prevent any future 
recurrence of thia trouble. 


Some of the returns wero a gnrbted mess 


of bad grammar and misinformation and 
scarcely any certified to in the proper form.

Senator Sawyer, one of ths tellers, re- 


ported that be found 0,309 votes for, and 
3,227 votea against the Constitution. 


The total number ol votes polled tt>r the 


highest on the ticket was reported by the 
Secretary of State aa 12,409 and the ma- 
jority of all the votes cast must be 6,205. 


Over and above this waa a majority ot 


105 for the Constitution. 


Senator Williamson attempted to figure 


in another way, but was called to order by 
the Chair, 


Senator Rickey, as one of the tellers, re- 


fased to count any vote which did not read 
for a Constitutional Convention. 
He re- 


ported 2,847 votes for the Constitution. 


Senator Comins rose to inquire whether 


the Joint Committee reported facts or fic- 
tion. It looked as if they had tried to 
smother or cover up something. 


Senator Foley moved to adopt the count' 


of teller Sawyer as correct. 


By Comins—Tnat the Senate resolve 


itself into a Committee of the Whole to 
discuss Folej's motion. Adopted. 


Williams and Comins argued that the 


wording of the Eureka and Lander returns 
were vague, and ought not to be counted, 
when Foley offered the following resolu- 
tion: 


Rtsolrtd, That the Clerks of Eureka and 


Lyon counties be and they are hereby or- 
dered to appear before this Senate at 2 
o'clock v. M. on Wednesday, the lllh day 
of February, 1891, with tbe ballots cast at 
the general election, held on Tuesday, 
November 4, 1890, in their respective coun- 
ties, so that tbe Senate o,m determine how 
the ballots oast in said counties appear on 
the vote cast for and against a Constitu- 
tional Convention, and the expenses in- 
curred by said offlosrs in coming to and re- 
turning from their respective counties be 
paid oat of tbe Legislative fnucl; and, it is 
further provided that if this Senate finds 
that any error Conors in reporting said voie 
that tbe said County Clerks shall pay tbeir 
own expenses. 


•< Sawyer got' the floor and charged that 
the 001:1 ittee report submitted (he day 
previous, showed an inclination to report 
against tne Convention. 


The 
report 
stated 
that 
leading 


attorneys had held that tho question was 
not properly submitted and made no men- 
tion that General Clarke had appeared 
before the committee and argued that itf 
submission was perfectly legal. 


He made a strong speech favoring the 


calling of the Convention, and ergnecl 
against downing it by petty technicalities, 
and urging that tbe people be not defrauded 
of their suffrage because county clerks 
failed to fill out tho blanks in a certain 
way. 


The only question before the people in 


tbe election was the calling of a Conven- 
tion. The members of the Legislature bad 
no option; they must not consult their own 
ideas; the will of the people must be 
heeded, and they would not be hood- 
winked. 


Comins opposed tho resolution on the 


ground that it opened the door to unneces- 
sary expense. If the precedent was es- 
tablished, all the county clerks in the State 
would have to be sent for, and the precinct 
officers would be culled for. 


LaGrave said that some Senators would 


not acknowledge those returns if the Re- 
cording Angel of Heaven signed everyone 
of them. 


Stearns said that Clarke was Ihe only 


lawyer who claimed tbat the matter had 
been properly submitted. 
Attorney Gen- 


eral Torreyson held to the contrary and 
submitted authorities. 


Foley held tbat if the Legislature wonted 


to obey tbe will of tho people they bad the 
opportunity. 
He was in Eureka county 


aad saw the ballots voted there. 
They 


read, "For a Constitutional Convention," 
He did not believe that a county officer 
could annul the will of the voters by cleri- 
cal errors. 
There would be no expense in 


learning the truth; not over $100, and the 
Senate had a right to it. 


Comins moved the Committee arise and 


report progress. 
Carried. 


Foley's resolution was put and beaten by

In fh<3 proposed new Arlington BOB- 


pension bridge at Washington, the dear 
height above the water at mid-channel 
is to be 105 feet; the river span to be 
1,100 feet, and the two shore spans 653 
feet each. The approaches at each end 
will be on masonry, arched viaducts and 
embankments of earth. Suspension ca- 
bles of steel will pass over two granite 
towers, each abont 210 feet high, pierced 
with arched openings for roadways, and 
be anchored into masses of masonry at 
the outer end of each approach. The 
grades on the central span will be 3 feet 
per 100; on the shore spans, 3.5 feet per 
100, and on the approaches, 4 feet per 
100. The extreme width of the bridge 
will be about 54 feet, with a roadway for 
vehicles 84 feet wide in the clear, and 
two sidewalks for pedestrians 8 feet 
each in width. 


Lateral vibration is to be prevented 


by a system of ties extending oat from 
the sides of the towers, and vertical vi- 
bration by means of the four trusses. 
The live load that such a bridge could 
sustain would be 70 pounds to the square 
foot. The clear height of 105 feet above 
water level will allow the largest four 
masted schooners to reach Georgetown 
by lowering their topmasts. It is at 
rare intervals that a vessel of this class 
appears in this harbor, and the great 
majority of vessels that sail these waters 
can pass under the bridge without in- 
convenience. 
The span of 1,100 feet 


practically leaves the full width of the 
river unobstructed both to navigation 
and to the free flow of the waters of the 
Potomac.—Harper's Weekly.
